Diecussirg the Various Questions of Food 
Aduiteration, 

Wasutyaton, September 1.—The association 
of official egriculiural chemists met in annual 
convention at the department of agriculture 
today, Vice-President Professor H. C. White 
of Georgia, in the chair, Among those pres- 
ent were Professor T. S. Gadding, New York;

It should not oaly 
be __ the object ot chemical control 
ef agriculture that abundant crops should be pro- 
cdneed, but also to see that the products of the 
ficids should be Gelivered to the consumers [ree of 
any cheap or deleterious adulteration. Io the 
question of food adulteration I nave long been 
greatly interested, and am anxious that some steps 
may be taken by means. of which 
the extent of it may be dimished. I have already 
directed the chemist oi this department to give 
attention to the adulteration of foods. The frauds 
that are practiced upon the public,in adding 
cheap and frequently harmful ingredients to the 
food we eat, in order to make greater profits,ought 
to be exposed in no un- 
certain way, and the perpetrators of 
them held up be‘ore the public as objects of 
ecorn and detestation. Itseemsto me that the 
mé«mbers of this body, in their respective states, 
could Go useful and highly appreciative work in 
this Cirection, by exposipg the frauds that are 
practiced in adulterating the very necessaries 
of life. The purchasers of food need protection as 
well gs‘ the purchasers of fertilizers, I will go 
further and say I think the general government 
opchi to co-operate with the respective state gov:

GRANTS GENEROSITY. 


HiS EARNEST PLBA FOR LONG- 
STRBEET’S PARDON. 


Favors ths Kird Treatment ef Imprisoned Confed- 
erate Leadees-Sherman’s Advice to Graat— 
Reeoliections of Jeffereon Davis, 
Lincoln and Toombs, Btc.

GREENEVILLE, Tenn., September 1.—[Special] 
In a communication to Tur Constitution a 
lew Gays ago I endeavored torefute the charge 
that President Johnson sought to enlist the 
aid of General Grant in an effort to bring Gen- 
eral Lee to the scaffold tor his participation 
in the late war. lam gratified that my arti- 
cle tas been received with the favor 
that ig evidenced by the numerous 
commendatory letters I have received, 
One correspondent, however, complains 
that I did not give General Grant as full 
credit for the magnaminity he did show to 
Lee and oiher confederates as he deserves. 
Certainly there was no purpose or effort in 
ibe article toslur or suppress any chivalric 
act that General Grant performed in that 
and dangerous crisis. Some of 
these it isa pleaeure to record. 

CRANT'S CONFIDENCE IN BOUTHERN LEADER?. 

Soon after the wer General Grant was in- 
terviewed concerning southern aflairs by a 
correspondent of the Chicago Republican. 
The general bad but recently returned from 
a tour in the south and epoke 
as follows, a8 reported at the time: 

Southern meno he could make allowances for, 
aud he covld ride through thesouth end get out 
on & platiorm and sbeke bands in friendshiv with 
euch men as Lee, Jobnsen or Forrest, because, 
though they had been almost educated into seces- 
sion, they were now truly honest and loyal in 
their ecrezence to the union, aud were seeking to 
strengthen it. 

The most significant part of the above de- 
e-cration is, that General Grant should have 
included General Forrest in his expression of 
eorfidevtte. At that time Forrest was the most 
execrated in the north of all the ex-confeder- 
gtec, and was seldom ever alluded to ag other 
tken ‘‘the butcher of Fort Pillow.” 

GRANT’S REGARD FOR LONGSTRERT. 

it is now wel! known that General Grant al- 
ways felta warm regard for General Long- 
street,and hastened to befriend him whenever 
end however it was in his power. General 
Longstreet once, in an interview printed in 
Tue Corstritvution,referred to the letter which 
General Grant addressed to Prosident John- 
son, shortly after the war, voluntarily and 
earnestiy urging Longstreet’s pardon. Goan- 
eral Longstreet did not quote the letter, and I 
doubtif he hasacovy ofit. As itis, consids 
ering the state of affairs at its date, a note- 
worthy document, I transcribe it: 

HEADQUARTERS Armies of the U. 8., Washington, 
D, C., November 7, 1865, His Excellency A, John- 
sov, President:—Knowing that General Lonug- 
Street, Inte cithe army which wasin rebellion 
against ihe authority ofthe United States isin 
the city,and presumivg that heintends asking 
executive clemency befvre leaving, 1 beg to saya 
word in his favor.

The ofticial records will alsoshow that when 
Mrs. Jefferson Davis applied for permission to 
visit her illustrious busband in his imprison- 
ment at Fortrees Monroe, General Grant 
favored allowing her the fullest privileges for 
the purpose. When Secretary Stanton was 
asked if he knew of any reason why the ap- 
game should not be granted, 

@ gave some lame and s%amb- 
ling platitudes about ‘‘the pub- 
lic interest demanding a vigilant seclusion” 
of Mr. Davis. On the other hand General 
Grant, in response to a similar inquiry, wrote: 

“T know of nothing that should preventa full 
and prompt acaguiescenca in the above request,” 

AS TO CLEMENT C. CLAY, 

ata later date, he was equally as emphatic, 
Mr. Clay, when consigned to Fortress Monroe, 
was ina critical state of health and so com- 
muuicated the facts to President Johnson. 
The president promised Mrs. Clay that her 
busband’s condition should be made ag com- 
fcriable es possible and that he should have 
the liberty of the fort. Tothis end Mr. John- 
eon requested Secretary Stanton to givaSthe 
necessary orders to General Miles, who was 
the rigid and inhumane commandant of the 
fortress.

GRANT'S PACIFIC CHARACTER, 

Undoubtedly the people of the south, be- 
cause of their sufferings under the reconstruc- 
tion processes of comgress, as enforced by 
General Grant while president, came to regard 
him es anything but a man of pacific charac- 
ter. Recent and clearer reviews of his career 
have modified the harsh judgments we 
were wont then to pronounce — 
him. That General Grant, even during 
the war, was re by his ablest colleague 
ard devoted friend, as one having the heart 
ard desires of a peacificator, is evidenced by 
the following from a letter written to him b 
General Sherman, under date of December 29, 
1263:

DAVIS AND LINCOLN, 

There was a remarkable coincidence of 
events inthe lives of Jefferson Davis and 
Abrebam Lincoln until each approached the 
climacteric of his public career. They were 
both born in Kentucky, Davis in 1808 and 
Lincoln in 1809. They were removed 
from their pative statein childhood, Davis 
being carried tothe southwestend Liacola 
further to the north west, thea 
so-ca)led. Both of them began their 
political careers at the same _ period, 
in 1844,Davis being then a presidential elector 
for Polk and Lincoln an elector for Henry 
Clay. Both served in the Indian wars of the 
westand both were elected to congress about 
the same time, 1545 and 1846. And, 
lastly in the parallel, in the same 
year and almost onthe same day they were 
called upon to preside over their respective 
governments, Davis as president of the Coa- 
federate Rfates and Lincoln of the United 
States. 

If. 

Writing of President Davis and the confed- 
eracy recalls, of course, many reminisonces of 
the establishment of the new government. 
One ofthe humorous incidents is concerning 
General Toombs. When Mr. Davis had form- 
ed end announced bis cabinet, General Toombs 
became the boad of the department of state. 
Upon receiving notification of this tact Mr. 
Seward, secretary of state for the United 
States, forwarded to Mr. Tvoomb, 
as secretary of state for the Confederate States, 
a copy of President Lincoln's blockade pro- 
clamation, This was a work of very sausy 
supererogation and rather touched the temper 
of the fiery Georgien. As Mr. S-ward had 
eleborately done up the copy of the proclama- 
tion in a huge and finely printed government 
envelope, General Teombe at once conceived 
his method of retaliatien. He summoned a 
pecpaee of Montgomery aud ordered a epecial- 
y large envelope prepared and handsomely 
hte with the temporary devices and 
egends of “The Coafederate Siates of 
America, Department of S5tate,”’ ete, 
In this he enclosed to Mr. Seward a hand- 
somely engrossed copy of President Davis's 
proclamation in reference to privateering, and 
took pains to have it duly forwarded to Wash- 
ington, saying emphatically: 

“‘T will be d—d if I intend to let Bill Seward 
get the start df my department in courtesy 
and politeness!’’ 

A HUMOROTS COOK. 

Speaking of the first days of theConfedorac 
I heard General Toombs, a few years azo, teil 
the following funny episode:

A COWBOY’S LIFE. 


RA DR REL 
Primitive Doings About the Oamyp Fire— 
Wonderfu! Resources of the Southwest. 


From the Boston Journal, 

The life of the average cowboy is not so roman- 
tic as sometimes painted. They work hard, have 
little variety of food and lead a lonesome life, Of 
course they have all they wish to eat, such as it 
is, but they do not get a chance to step into 
Young’s very often, you may rest assured. While 
at the home ranch they have some of the comilorts 
of life. They have a chance to sleep under a rool, 
generally on a blanket on the floor, and they can 
sit down toa table while they eat their bread and 
bacon and drink their black coffee.

There was an 
increase of $134,415 in ccllections for tobbacco 
and an increase of $153,501 in fermented 
liquors.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

Treasurer Jordan said today that the policy 
adopted by thetreasury department to secure 
she better circulation of silver coin is meeting 
with gratifying success. During the month of 
August, just ended, there was paid out from 
the diferent sub-treasuries 1,67. ,444: 
ard deilars, and $1,493,902 in fractional silver 

in, which amounts were largely in excess 

the issue of silver during 
Ahe corresponding month last year. Jordan 
saysthe withdrawal of one and two dollar 
notes from circulation was made necessary by 
the rapid accumulation of silver in the sub- 
treasury. It was expected in this way to 
create 2 demand for the silver coin. That 
Plan was successful, as is shown by the large 
output of silver during the past month. So far 
no formal complaints or protests against the 
withdrawal of one and two dollar notes have 
been made. Applications have, however, 
been received for large quantities of small 
notes. In each case the answer has simply 
been miace that the issue of these notes has 
been suspended tor the, present. The treas- 
wry cilicial¢é express themselves as much en- 
coureged by the present state of finance, aod 
predict an improvement in the genera! busi- 
ness of the country.
